The first cargo may 
he expected to arrive here within a fortnight. 
The entire cotton crop this fall, from the Caro- 
ina Sea [gland*, is estimated at not less than 
1,500 bales. This has been grown and will be 
fathered under the direction of tlie Govern- 
ment. A small portion only will be ginned 
•>n the spot. All the rest of it will be brought 
to New York, and given out to those con- 
tractors who have already been engaged in 
{inning for the Government.

LEXINGTON IN THE UNITS! STATES AGAIN, 

Lexington, Oct. 22, 1862. 

Having seen two attempts in your paper at 
giving an account of the late Morgan dash 
into Lexington, which are so far from the 
ruth as to be unrecognized by our citizens, I 
avail myself of the resumption of the mails to 
give you as near as possible a true account. 
On Friday, the 17th, alamt'two hundred and 
filly Federal cavalry came into Lexington, 
and at night cam|ied at Ashland, the residence 
of J. B. Clay. On Saturday morning, a little 
iftcr five o'clock, they were attacked by Mor- 
gan's forces, and after a short light were com- 
pletely surrounded by tin overpowering force 
and compelled to surrender. About twenty- 
live of the cavalry were stationed in the court- 
house, and had determined to fight, and did 
fire a few-^hots at the approach ofMorgau's 
men; but our Major, Colonel Woiley, fearing 
that the resistance would result in the destruc- 
tion of property, persuaded these gallant fel- 
lows to surrender. 

The result of the tight was four killed and 
eleven wounded on the part of the Federals, 
two mortally, and one hundred and sixty pri- 
soners. So far as is known the rebels had 
three badly wounded, among them Major 
Wash. Morgan, supposed to be mortally 
wounded; he is a cousin of John Morgan, and 
was one of his best and bravest officers. A 
reliable gentleman reports meeting two wagon 
loads of dead, who were being removed lo 
Mrs. Preston's farm nearby; and another ri - 
liable gentleman reports twelve graves, newly 
made, on her farm. All agree (hat the Fede- 
rals made as gallant a defence as possible, and 
that it would have been folly to have made 
further resistance. About fifty made their 
escape. 

When the Federal forces made their appear- 
ance in our city on Friday, the Union citizens 
were so jubilant that every one who had a 
Hag displayed it from their housetops or win- 
dows. Colonel Worley was presented with a 
very handsome silk Hag, which was raised 
over bis front door, and upon which occasion 
speeches were made by Judge Robertson and 
Colonel Wofley. We all felt joyous and glad, 
and shouted and huzzahed, but morning came 
and our happiness was nil changed to mourn- 
ing, our beautiful Hags were all torn down 
and rent in pieces. And here let me pay trib- 
ute to a noble lady. "Would I could do the 
scene justice.'' Some of Morgan's men had 
torn down from the flagstaff over l'itche s 
drug store one of the most beautiful (lags we 
had, and one of them displaying it on his 
horse ns he rode through the city, a beautiful 
young lady, Miss Ella Bishop, very po- 
litely and gracefully asked him to give 
to her. Supposing her to be seccsh or else 
overcome by her beauty and grace, he yielded 
and gave it to her. They had ridden but a 
short distance when a secesh informed him 
that the lady was a strong Union lady, and di- 
rected him to go back and take it from her. 
They undertook the task, and went back ami 
manded the flag of her; but, folding it up 
and placing it in her bosom, she declared that 
she would die before they should have it, and 
no threat or persuasion could obtain it, and it 
now proudly lloats from the same flagstaff. 

Thank God, we are once more in the United 
Slates, with the luxuries of railroad, postof- 
fice, and telegraph, after all dangers are passed. 
General Grangers advanced forces reached 
here yesterday morning, and once more the 
stars and stripes flout over our city.

Not far oil' was the more courtly person of Sir 
Joshua Reynolds — his trum|iet t'ohisear — fresh 
from the easel that held his immortal "Mrs 
Siddons ns the Tragic Muse,'' listening to a 
critical discussion between Burke and Cum 
berland, who bawled on each side of him;

joying the success of "F.velina. ' 

Commenting upon this, in the Albany Jour- 
nal, Thurlow Weed says there is small atten 
lion, amid the clangor of war, given to liter- 
ary, social, or domestic themes. And yet the 
reading of this paragraph in a Loudon paper 
brings an incident to mind that seems worthy 
of another paragraph. Last winter, in con 
versation with Sir Henry Holland about the 
celebrities of his day, we inquired if he had 
known Madame D'Arblay. He answered 
"Yes,' adding that some twenty-five years 
ago a little, old lady, alike plain in dress and 
person, with quiet manners, but otherwise 
attracting no attention, came to consult 
him - professionally, and on receiving his 
prescription, left her guinea, and departed 
These visits were repeated, at long intervals, 
for several years, without exciting inquiry or 
remark. Finally Sir Henry was summoned 
in her last illness, to the apartment of Madame 
D'Arblay, in whom he recognized the unno- 
ticeable little old lady, so long his unknown 
patient, and the "Fanny Burney'' who, 
the halcyon days of literature, when but sev 
enteen years old, was the bright "particular 
star ' of London.

MANIFACTCRES. 
India Iiubbtr Goods. — The total value of 
these goods produced in the United States in 
18b0 Was $5,72!H!H)0, an increase of ninety-one 
per cent, since 1850. Nearly one-half of the 
whole amount was produced in Connecticut, 
and about one-fifth in New Jersey. In Rhode 
Island about one bundled hands were em- 
ployed, producing $240,700. 

Furniture. — In 1800 there were, in twenty 
States, 2,736 establishments making furniture, 
with a capital of $12,344,072; using raw ma- 
terial of the value of $0,878,0-18; employing 
about 22,000 male and 2,000 female hands, and 
producing £22, 701,304, an increase of 40 per 
cent, in ten years. Of the products about 
seven millions of dollars vere in .New York, 
three and three fourths millions in Qbtq, threp 
and one third in Massachusetts, and three mil- 
lions in Pennsylvania. In Rhode Island the 
products were valued at $217,472. 

Mutual Instruments. — The rapid increase 
in the manufacture of piano-fortes and other 
musical instruments shows our advance in 
wealtl. and refinement, in New England, 
New York, and Pennsylvania there was an 
increase of 1 50 per cent, in this manufacture 
from 1850 to 1800, and New York alone it) 
18G0 produced $811,802, more than the amount 
in the whole country iu 1850. The total value 
produced jn 1800 "was (3,791,807, of which 
$3,:i!l2,577 was in Jieyy York, and $1,702,470 
was in Massachusetts. 

Jewelry, Silvericare, .Jr. — The total value of 
these products, in the whole country, in 18U0, 
was $19,554,580, showing a large increase since 
1850. The value of the products in the six 
largest producing States was as follows:

Rhode Island 3,003,678 

Massachusetts - 9,048,641

The value of the several articles produced 
under this head was as follows: value of stuM 
assayed and refined, $1,120,070, of which $2oy,- 
500 was in Rhode Island; value of watches 
made. - loo, nearly all in Massachusetts; 
value of gold-leaf and foil, $47i»,C72; value of 
silver ware, $2,894,105, of which $400,000 was 
in Rhode Island; value of silver-plated and 
Britannia ware, $3,742,530, of which nearly 
one-half was in Connecticut; value of jewelry, 
watch cases, Jcc, $10,904,803, of which $2.- 
238,178 was in Rhode Island. The manufac- 
ture of American watches, commenced within 
the last ten years in Massachusetts as an es- 
periraent, has proved eminently successful, and 
our ingenious countrymen have jierfected ma- 
chinery by the aid of which watch movciucnis 
ate made equal, if not superior, to those made 
by hand. At the present time, gold and sil- 
ver watches are produced to a very large ex- 
b nt, chiefly in the cities of Philadelphia, New 
York, and Newark. 

Illuminating Was.— There were 200 gas 
works in the United States in 1800, using 
5111,435 tons of coal, employing 5,221 men, 
and producing more than four thousand mill- 
ions of cubic feet of gas, valued at $11,224,- 
380, including coke. The report stalas that 
the returns of the gas manufacture were not 
complete, and that mote than 5,0011,000,000 of 
cubic feet were made.

An English Sine Burned ist a Spanish 
Port. — On the 8th in3tant the merchant ship 
Blanche, Captain Smith, carrying the British 
fl ig, was burned on the coast of Cuba, six 
miles north of Moro Castle, by the United 
States gunboat Montgomery. The particulars 
are given as follows: 

The Blanche was formerly engaged in the 
trade between New Orleans ami Cuba, but w as 
sold since the war to an Knglish house. On 
her way from Matamoras to Cuba she stopped 
at Muluta to lake in coal. She then sailed lor 
Havana with a Spanish pilot on board. When 
near that place au,l oil' Mariana, she saw f.t a 
distance an American ship running towards 
her with all speed. The ship proved to be the 
gunboat Montgomery, Captain Hunter. The 
captain of the Blanche became alarmed, and, 
instead of waiting for her, attempted to es- 
cipe. The Montgomery continued her pur- 
suit, compelled her to wear around and ran 
her ashore six miles north of Moro Castle. 

The Alcalde, who had watched he move- 
ments from the shore, took a boat, ami with 
two or three other men went on board the 
Blanche, on which he hoisted the Spanish 
Hag as a sign tl at she was under the protec- 
tion of tl e Sj anisa government. At the same 
time Captain Hunter, of the Montgomery, 
ordered two lloats with armed men to go on 
bjard th? Blanche and to take forcible pos- 
session of the ves3el. 

Once on board, the officer in command ex- 
plikined -te--UrtfHnin .Smith and to the Alcalde 
what his mission was, anil told them that he 
Lai received orders to carry the Blanche 
away, if possible, if not. to set" fire to her and 
bum her cargo. Capt. Smith and the Span- 
ish official having protested against such pro- 
ceedings, a quarrel ensued, in which the oUi- 
cer of the Montgomery slapped the alcalde in 
the face, and with the aid of his men drove 
him ashore together with the three Spaniards 
who were Willi him. After this, they came 
back, set fire to the ship, and carried away 
the Cuban pilot who had been'biken by Capt. 
Smith at Mariana. 



The New Stamp Ddties. — The law in rela. 
t on to stamp duties, under tho act of internal 
revenue, went into operation on the 1st instant. 
The law requires the following articles \o be 
stamped: 

F'or a bank check or sight draft for an amount 
exceeding twenty dollars, a two-cent stamp 
will be required; for n promissory note or draft 
lother than sight), stamps of various amounts, 
from five cents upward-, are required; a cer- 
tificate of slock in an incorporated company, 
twenty-live cent stamp; a power of attorney, 
twenty-five cents; a passage ticket toa foreign 
port, fifty cents to one dollar; merchants and 
shippers have to pay stamp duties ol from ten 
cmiLs to one dollar on bills of lading, manifests 
fir entry of clearance, certificate of damage, 
entry of goods at custom house. Are. ; for a pro- 
teit of note or marine protest, the stamp duty 
h twenty-live cents; on a deed of grant, from 
fifty cents upwards; a lease, fifty cents to one 
dollar; a protest twenty-five cents; a policy ol 
insurance on life properly will have from 
twenty-live cents to one dollar added to its 
cost iu the way of a stamp; telegraphic, des- 
patches are taxed from one to three centsea,-h; 
bonds and mortgages have to be (tamped ac- 
e nd tig to their amount, the lowest denomina- 
tion of stamp for this purpose being fifty 
c;nts; probate of will or letter of administra- 
tion pays a stamp duty of fifty cents and u|>- 
wards, proportioned to the amount involved; 
while an express company s or "common car- 
riers'' receipt is taxed from one to five cents. 

There are heavy penalties lor "making, 
signing, or issuing any instrument, document, 
or paper of any kind whatsoever, without the 
same being duly stamped," and the Instrument 
or paper becomes invalid and of no effect from 
the want of such n imp. 

For every stamp there is a specified price. 
The stamps will be supplied by the |H>stmasl- 
crs, as well as by the internal revenue collect- 
ors, at Government prices, in amounts not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars. 



Captain Semmks, or thb Piratk Ai.a- 
rama. — Captain Seiumes, of the Confederate 
steamer Alabama (290"), sports a huge mus- 
tache, the ends of which are waxed in a man- 
ner to throw that of Victor Kminanuel entirely 
in the shade, and it is evident that it occupies 
much of his attention. His stew ard waxes it 
every day carefully, and so prominent is it 
that the sailors of the Alabama term him "Old 
Beeswax." The officers of the Alabama are 
reported as very dainty gentlemen. In plun- 
dering a ship they take nothing but articles 
that suit them. If replenishing their stores, 
they invariably reject brown sugar, biking 
nothing but the best loaf. With kid gloves it 
is the same; they refuse colors, and will have 
nothing but pure white. And so it is w ith 
them all the way through. They appropriate 
everything they find worlh having, and de- 
stroy lha rest, und are pirates in every sense 
of the word, except that they do not Like life — 
or, rather, they have not yet done so. The plan 
that Semmes has adopted to bring fish to his 
net is 'as follows: Whenever he captures a 
ship, after taking from her all that he and his 
offjeers want, he lays by her until dark, and 
then sets her on lire. The light of the burning 
ship can be seen many miles, and every other 
shin within seeing distance stands toward the 
light, thinking to rescue a number of poor fel- 
lows from destruction. 

Semiues keeps in the immediate vicinity, 
awaiting the prey that is sure to come, and 
the next morning, the poor fellows, who have, 
to serve the cause of humanity, gone many 
miles out of their course, find themselves un- 
der the guns of the Alabama, with the certain- 
ty that before another twenty-four hours they 
w ill share the late of the ship they came to 
serve. This plan will enable him to destroy 
an immense amount of property without much 
cruising. He can lay in one position and 
gather the ships around him during the night, 
ready for operations on the coming day, for 
weeks lo come; for it will be a long time be- 
fore her depredations can be made known, so 
that our unsuspecting merchantmen will be 
on the lookout for him, Again, he will be 
enabled to cruise for an indefinite length of 
time; for he uses no coal, depending upon his 
canvass eutirely, which, it seems, is all suf- 
ficient for his pSrpose. He carries stores for 
eight months, and can always replenish from 
the prises he may take. He will be here to- 
day, there to-morrow, and will be certain 
to be found where no one is looking for him. 

Papier Maciie. — Papier mac be is not always 
strictly mashed paper — however it may be oc- 
casionally — neither can it be uniformly desig- 
nated ns a composition, especially in the pro- 
duction of liner ornamental articles. When 
consisting of the pulp of paper, boiled with 
glue or gum arable, SC., the cbenper articles 
are qjacje from it but the better ornamental 
work is made by causing sheets of paper to 
adhere or to be consolidated together in any 
required thickness. The pulp is rendered 
nearly water-proof by uniting with glue a 
preparation ot sulphate of iron; and alniost 
total incombustibility is secured by combin- 
ing with the water-proof pulp, phosphate ol 
sada and borax. 

AH present diversities of papier inachc man- 
ufactures may be coiuprelu'udcd and classed 
Under five divisions: 1st, fibrous slabs made 
only with caurse fibre mixed with earthy mat- 
ter, then, after the addition of a cementing 
size, the whole is well kneaded together with 
the aid of steam— with the proper ingredients, 
the substance is made fire-proof: 2d, sheets 
of paper pasted together upon models; 3d 
thick sheets of boards produced by pressing 
paper pulp between dies; 4th, carton pierre, 
prepared from paper pulp or paper mixed with 
whiting end glue, pressed into plaster piece 
moulds, backed with paper, and when suffi- 
ciently set, hardened by drying in a hot room; 
~-th. Martin's ceramic papier mache, consisting 
of paper pulp, glue, rosin, sugar of lead, and 
drying oil, mixed in certain fixed proportions 
and kneaded together. It can be kept in a 
plastic condition for half a year by keeping 
I he air aw ay and kneading the mass occasion- 
ally. The composition was patented in Kng- 
land in 1858.

Flax Cotton. — Some time ago we took oc- 
casion to notice several fine samples of flax 
cotton which were shown us by Mr. S. H. 
Conuict, of this city, both in its raw and wo 
yen state. The same gentleman has just show n 
us another, and, if possible, more perfect, sam- 
ple produced at Troy, Ohio, where it is now 
made into twino in larje quantities, which 
can be afforded at twenty-five cents per pound 
less than an inferior quality of cotton twine 
The sample now before us is so perfect an im- 
itation that jt would readily deceive one not 
highly accomplished in the science of pure 
cotton, and we learn that experiments in its 
manufacture have satisfactorily demonstrated 
that it can be spun into thread and woven as 
readily and as cheaply as cotton. The inven- 
tor, having received a patent for his process, is 
about turning his attention to the manufacture 
of all the useful fabrics for which cottou has 
hitherto been used, though his limited capaci- 
ty at present appears to be completely ab- 
sorbed by the large demand for his twine. At 
any rate there is now no doubt that the South- 
ern rebellion will, before it is over, lead the 
ingenious Northern manufacturers to supply 
their wants in this kind of goods without 
any resort to the cotton districts.

We doubt much whether the annunciation fa 
true, but it may be. If the Government baa 
indeed relieved Gen. I!, front duly in litis quar- 
ter, it has no doubt acted front patriotic mo- 
tives—acted with .a sincere intent to promote 
the good of tltc service. 

Still we greatly fear that General Bui-il's 
removal, if lie had been removed, will prove a 
mischievous error, a grave blunder, a serious 
calamity. We have probably been as impa- 
tient as others at what lias seemed to be slow- 
ness and unncce.-sary delay in tbe movements 
ui" General Knell's great army, vet we have 
.ill along acknowledged that, there were un- 
doubtedly numerous facts ami conisiilemllulis, 
wholly or partially unknown to us, by which 
hi should govern himself, and that everything 
would perhaps be explained in due time 
to public satisfaction. It is certainly im- 
p.irtaut that a GeneraF should have the love 
itnd confidence of his whole army, but, if Gen. 
Baal] BBS failed in this, the reason is, not that 
he has neglected to provide in every possible 
way for the health and'eomfort of his troops, 
not that he has manifested any deficiency in 
science and discipline in his management of 
them, but that his habit has ever been to keep 
himself in a measure apart from them, 
reiving chiefly upon his own intellectual 
resources and laboriously devoting his 
days and the greater portion of bis nights 
not to popularity-seeking, but to severe studies 
and investigations-with a view to the enlight- 
eneoTdfacbarge of his great duties to his men 
and to his couutry. We know that some of 
the very highest ofliccrs who have served un- 
der him, those who have served with th. 
greatest di^'iuction, those who have had the 
most and the beet opportunities of judging 
him, those in whom every patriot has un- 
bounded confidence, do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce him the very ablest General in the 
United States. To be slow is a great and may 
be a fatal fault in :i military commander, but 
we would remind our Irieuds that proper 
caution, necessary prudence, is often mistaken 
for slowness, and we certainly incline to agree 
with those who consider Gen. Uucll the first 
officer, intellectually, in the United States 
service. In military matters, his mind com- 
biner the powers of the telescope and the 
microscope, lie set* near and far, and always 
seas clearly. All his plans are sagacious, well 
digested, and comprehensive. 

This would seem to be a strange time to re 
licvo General Buell aud call General Kose- 
crans to the leadership of the Army of the

If Hose- 
crans were here, he could not in a whole 
month, even with iiuell and his entire staff 
sitiitfg all the while at his side and imparting 
facts, designating localities, and making ex- 
planations to him, learn as much of the existing 
situation and of the many desigus of the reb 
efa in various ways and at various timc3 devel- 
oped as Gen. Buell knows. Gen. Rosecrans 
i j a most worthy officer; he has fought bravely 
and won a nation's applause; he is filling a 
place for which lie has the finest qualifications 
and i:i which he can serve his country, as he 
has served il, must effectually; but he has 
•lever shown and there is no reason to be- 
• 1 ieve that he has Bueb's military science and 
knowledge, or that his mind has the grasp 
and comprehensiveness ami power of combi- 
nation that belong to Buell s. If Uosecr.ins is 
appointed to supersede Buell, all good citizens 
will hope for the best and do everything they 
can to strengthen his hands, but we shall have 
painful misgivings as to the result. 

The Government has vacillated a good deal 
iu regard to the leadership of our various 
armies. It would be well that the helm of 
military affairs at Washington should be held 
by a firm and steady hand.

In -response to a serenade given to him at 

Washington after the public announcement 
of his nomination, General Wadsworth deliv- 
ered a speech in which his animus as 
a radical, the spirit with which he would 
labor to carry out the wishes of his party, 13 
very clearly revealed. lie said in Ihe conclu- 
sion of this speech : 

I have never failed, gentlemen, previous to 
the outbreak of.this rebellion, in any public 
and proper occasion, lo declare my earnest 
devotion to the Constitution of the United 
States, and my desire to uphold it, with what 
are called its compromises ami concessions in 
behalf of slavery.

How loug are we to 
bear the insolence of this Southern aristo- 
cracy? Have we not borne it long enough? 
lias it uot long enough disturbed and ilis- 
traAed our counsels, and paralyzed our ener- 
gies? Hits it not long enough paralyzed the 
energies of the country ? Nay, more, has it 
not long enough, iu the eyes of the other civ- 
ilized nations of the world, covered us with 
infamy 

But, be that as it may. the issue, is made up, 
and we must conquer it or be coi)'|uered by il 
This struggle is far advanced — it is near its end 
We are in the pangs of dissolution, or we 
are in the paugs of exorcism. If we would 
save ourselves, we must cast out the devil 
which has tormented and disgraced us from 
the hour of our national birth. We want 
peace, but more than we waut peace, we want 
a country. We want peace, but we want an 
honorable peace, a permanent peace, a solid 
peace. 

That is to say, in plain English, we must 
uot stop with the suppression of the rebellion 
if slavery shall outlive that event, but we 
must light on for the absolute extinction of 
slavery, as the only foundation of the peace 
we want. Not many months ago Congress 
unanimously declared, on behalf of the loyal 
people of the Union, that "this war is not 
waged, on their part, in any spirit of oppres 
sion, or for any purpose of conquest or subju 
gation, or purpose of overthrowing or inte 
feriug with the rights or established institu 
tions of those States, but to defend and main 
tain the tupremar;/ of the Constitution and to 
preserve the Union, with all the dignity 
equality, aud rights of the several States tin 
impaired; and that as soon as these objects are 
accomplished the war ought to cease.'' Not so 
now declares this radical leader, tin the cou 
trary, he declares, that, when these objects 
are accomplished, the war must nul cease,

John Morgan's Exploits in Grayson 
County. — We received u letter last evening 
from Bg I'lifty, Grayson county, containing 
g >me particulars of the Morgan raid in day- I 
son couuty. On Tuesday morning last Mor- | 
gan's advance guard made their appearance in 
the vicinity ol big Cliffy, representing them- 
selves as Wolfords cavalry, and, as they were 
dressed in the Federal uniform, succeeded in 
deceiving the Union men of the neighborhood. 
Soon after their arrival they captured Captain 
Hart, the postmaster at Ilig Clifty, who was 
a home guard Captain, paroling him nnd 
several other members of the home guard 
company, destroying a number of their guus 
and ammunition and robbing the postoflice of 
all the stamps on hand. They also captured a 
quantity of mail matter and a i|uantily of 
medicines, and carried away the National flag 
which they found waving over the postoflice — 
a flag that had been waving there ever since 
the commencement of the war. The rebels 
stole every desirable Ytorse in the vicinity, 
leaving their jaded horses with the residents. 
They did not confine their robberies to horse- 
flesh, however, but relieved all the Union 
men they encountered of their money. A Mr. 
Rogers thus lost three hundred and five dollars 
and two tine horses. Indeed they did not meet a 
man on the road who was not plundered in 
some way. Halting at the residence of Mr. 
John M. Hart they robbed him of the sum of 
five hundred dollars and three fine horses, de- 
stroying all his provisions. They then went 
to Litchfield, where they remained until 
Wednesday hist, leaving in the direction of 
Green river. Our correspondent informs us 
that they robbed every body in their route. 
They told the people on their march that they 
were capturing all the Union officers they 
could find, and that they would take them 
South and compel them to raise cotton and 
rice the balance of their days.

The expedition sent out some days ago by 
Col. lirucc for the purpose of breaking up a 
rebel camp that had existed some weeks in 
undisturbed quiet near Trenton, in Todd 
county returned day liefore yesterday after 
having scoured the country for many miles in 
t ie vicinity of Hnpkinsville, as well as Cloxki- 
ville and other rebel localities. 

The rein I rendezvous to which the main 
expedition was particularly directed was 
called Camp Coleman, and was situ. 'ted some 
j two mi!c3 southwest from Trenton. Our force 
^ consisted of about one thousand cavalry under 
com man 1 of Major Kennedy, of the 8th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, 
j The Major's plan of surrounding and sur- 
' prising the rebel camp was foiled by some uu- 
' avoidable accident, so that when our boys 
' arrived in sight, the valorous knights of South- 
I ern independence were seen scampering off 
like frightened hares in a thicket. In a moment 
the gallant loyalists were in hot pursuit and 
| succeeded in capturing several privates and 
an officer oi two, but of what rank I have 
not been inloriued, though doubtless rank 
enough to disgust the olfactories of a Cincin- 
nati soap boiler. The camp to which had 
been gathered a* large force of highwaymen 
and cut-throats from all parts of Southern 
Kentucky, under the leadership and patronage 
of such beings as Scobec and Woodward, 
was tint; broken up, dispersed, annihilated. 

Quite a number of arms were captured, 
mostly double-barrel fowling pieces and 
revolvers. Sonic iif the former are of the 
finest London twist, loaded with buck-shot 
and ininnic balls. A few horses were also 
taken, but a majority with their load of 
foul treason escaped to the woods. Vears 
ago Scobee was a whole team and romo 
to spare at a camp-meeting, and was always 
the last to leave the "holy spot," but 0, de- 
generate age, how the mighty nrr fallen.

From several sources we learn of rrreat ac- 
tivity among the rebels in the vicinity of Hel- 
ena, Vieksburg, and Holly Springs. They 
evidently contemplated an attack soon; but 
just at what point is not known.

We enn safely sny that we have never ex- 
amined anj c-t'licr invention with so much 
irratification and astonishment as the "Allien 
Tvpe Setting and Distributing Machine." Not 
only ourselves, but inventors and machinists 
of the highest order, in this country and from 
Europe, have inspected and witnessed its op- 
er.ition, and, without a single exception, all 
look upon it with wondering admiration. 

This machine is the work and invention of 
a voung man named Alden, who spent his 
hte, as well as life's means, in working out the 
discovery. We need not say that it supersedes 
the u-es of the compositor, und asks of him no 
fingers to detect and seize the several types, 
set them in order and array them in words In 
the stick. The machine does all this like a 
living being, and sets them afterward in gal- 
ley, then in page, &c; and again asks no 
human fingers to separate the mass and restore | 
each type to its own sort in case. The machine 
CM make no mistake; for its task 13 reduced 
to perfection. An invention like this must 

■ UBUietlly be the most rcmnrltnlila or' the ago 

nnd world. . . „ , , 

You see bcf>re you a table of brass, almost 
circular, the pirt nearest the operator being 
flattened; and at a slight elevation you sec, 
radiating from the centre, numerous deep 
"alleys — of brass also— within which the 
types are made to stand; and these "alleys' 
(numbering one hundred and eighty ) are the 
substitutes for the usual boxes or divisions in 
case. In these "alleys'' are placed one hun- 
dred and lifly-four different characters, and 
they are so arranged in to hold exactly the 
same proportionate number of types that the 
divisions in ease contain. For instance, there 
are three "alleys" for the lower case a, while 
there is but one for the letter b, two for e, five 
for c, and so on throughout. The30 "alleys ' 
are divided into six different sections, with 
handles attached, allowing them to be raised 
up instantly, in order to change their font of 
tvpe to any other size. , 
' Directly' before the operator is the "key- 
hoard," eight inches wide nnd fourteen in 
length, and upon which are one hundred ami 
fifty-row keys, with silver-plated heads, re- 
sembling those of the com c-itlua. These keys 
ore all plainly lettered, and the entire alpha- 
bet of each clan of letter is arranged within 
spanning distance of the hand. They embrace 
tne Roman upper and lower cases, small capi- 
tals, italics, double letters, numerals, punctu- 
atious, signs, nnd 9paccs. 

In the centre of the table is the "main 
wheel,'' thirty inches in diameter, revolving 
upon friction rollers, and upon its circumfer- 
ence are thirty-six "conveyors," or hands, 
every other one of which nttends to 
setting up type, while every other alternate 
one is required to distribute old matter into 
the same "alleys ' from which the setting 
"conveyors,' 1 or "hands," take their type. 
Within the "main wheel " is another, three 
inches wide, and twelve in diameter, revolv- 
ing alsoupon friction rollers, encircling which 
there are nine rows of movable steel pins (the 
size of a shingle nail) perforating it. Encoui- 
pasiing this wheel is a wide "stationary rim,'' 
twenty -eight inches in diameter, and on the 
outside of which there are eighteen grooves of 
polished steel, filled nearly full with exca- 
vations. 

l.'pon the inside of this "excavated rim'' 
there are nine steel rods connecting with the 
"inner or register wheel,' containing nine 
rows of steel pins. At one end of these rods, 
nearest the "inner wheel," there are "levers" 
attached The "main wheel" revolves around 
the outside of the "excavated rim," carrying 
with it the "conveyors." Upon one end of 
these "convcyois" there are nine movable 
polished steel "lingers," which are protected 
outside by sheet brass, and capable of being- 
formed into 512 different combinations (yet it 
is duly necessary to make a combination ol 
I'll to cause every type to bo set up). The 
"fingers glide along in the groves upon the 
"i xcavafed rim ' (there being, of course, two 
grooves for each finger to work in), and when 
they reach that part of the table nearest the 
Operator, all the "fingers" arc thrown flush 
into their lower groove. From the "keyboard 
to the "register wheel, ' having the steel pins 
upon it, there are nine other rods attached. 

When the composer touches a key, signify- 
ing the character he wants, the signal isp:isscd 
out to the "register wheel" through the rods, 
which act as a medium, and there registers the 
character by pushing out a certain combina- 
tion of pins; and as the "register wheel" re- 
volves, the pias thrown out pass under ami 
tilt the little levers attached to the nine steel 
rods communicating with the "excavated rim," 
thus changing the combination in the grooves 
upon the "excavated rim," equalizing the com- 
bination of pins upon the "register wheel;' 
an I when the first "conveyor" passes by it 
t ikes its signal by certain of the "fingers " 
Upon it being thrown into the upper grooves 
equivalent to the combination of pins which 
are thrown out upon the "register wheel." 

When the "conveyor" reaches the "alley 
containing tlie idmrnctor .l.-*ii-.-.l it is iuit. mt- 
ly stopped, and the fingers drop into the exca- 
vations upon the stationary rirn, comparing 
with the manner in which the fingers are 
thrown; then the "conveyor" slides on its 
centre while taking out its type, which is firm- 
ly held; it then tilts and passes on with the 
"main wheel," and places the type into a deep, 
long "alley," directly in front of the operator 
as nicely and delicately as it is possible for 
the natural fingers to execute. One character 
follows another in the same way, and in the 
same order in which the keys touched by the 
composers fingers may require; and, when 
the matter set up reaches the further end of 
this "alley," everything is broken into page, 
and there justified, ready to be carried off to 
the press to be printed from. The "quads," 
"thin spaces," and "hyphens" are distributed 
close at band. 

The operator has only to read his manuscript 
and touch his keys. From practice his lingers 
involuntary pass" to the key, as they now do 
to the divisions in case. lie can acquire a fa- 
cility of touching these keys much more ra- 
pidly than the "carrying wheel'' revolves; 
und by so doing: he accumulates signals ■Bon 
the "register wheel" in advnnco of the de- 
livery — even to the, extent of sixty letters — at 
which instant a bell inside gives the alarm 
that the "register wheel" is full. The com- 
positer then stops to rend his copy before him, 
and justifies that which he has already set up 
in page. All the while letters previously sent 
for are working in, and he is ready to proceed 
with fresh composition. If theoperatormakes 
a mistake by touching the wrong key, he can 
easily correct it by turning off all the signals 
upon the "register wheel, or a portion of 
them, us may be necessary. 

The most remarkable part of the machine is 
the "distributing- department," which is pure- 
ly automatical. Both operations may be 
carried on together or separately. The opera- 
tor pays nontiention whatever to thedistribu- 
tion, except to place a page of dead matter 
(even "pi-lot "J upon the table, nnd the ma- 
chine of itself then takes charge of it. One 
Hue at a time becomes separated from the 
mass or page by a powerful lifter," and other 
appliances of machinery carry the line nlong 
to the end of a deep "alley,' and then the 
"distributing conveyors' stop, and each taking 
a_ letter, carries it home to its proper "alley. 
Xor can it be iiossible to make a mistake by 
misplacing a letter; for the governing |>ower 
is law itself; and that controlling |>ower is 
the different combinations of nicks in the 
type. The type, by the Way, may be cast at 

one-half cent less per pound 1 than that made 

in the usual way, which is readily accounted 
for by the saving of metal. Old type, of any 
description, can be nicked by the thousand 
with a simple plana, gaged to any form, and 
adapt itself to this machine. 

The principle of "distribution" i9 much the 
same as that of the "setting," the only differ- 
ence being, in setting the leading power is flic 
touch of the keys, while in distributing nine 
little steel fingers feel out from the "distribut- 
ing box" into the nicks of the type, forming a 
particular combination, which is signaled to 
the "conveyor stopping for the character, and 
the "fingers" upon it become changed from 
lower to upper grooves upon the "excavated 
rim," comparing with the combination of fin- 
gers which have dropped into the nicks upon 
the type. The other end of the fingers having 
dropped againn a "graduated stop," allows a 
passageway to OpenjUSl the width of the type, 
which is passed out through to the "convey- 
or," which receives it naturally, and 1. ,.,-.» - 
on with the "main wheel. The "conveyors ' 
go through the same revolution that the "set- 
ting conveyors do in composing. 

As a matter of necessity, the machinery is 
wonderfully nice, the agencies and dependen- 
cies very numerous, and the whole fabric 
seemingly a very complicated one, while, in 
truth, its adjustment, as finally reached by the 
discoverer, is the s'nupllest thing in the world. 
One "alley, " one "conveyor," and one key 
constitutes almost the entire machine — all the 
rest is duplication. All the "keys' are alike, 
all the "conveyors" are alike, and the "alleys 
holding the type are also all alike. 

If the sorts 111 setting and distributing type 
do not run equally, or nearly so, there is al- 
ways a surplus kept ahead. When there are 
letters in the alphabet occupying more than 
one "alley/' the "conveyors' invariably set 
from and distribute into the first line first. If 
the "alley" becomes either full or empf y the 
"conveyor" passes on to the next line. If the 
machine is distributing anil not setting the 
type, and the "alleys" become full, the "con- 
veyors" stop no longer at the "alley, ' but 
glide along to the "pi-bag," and drop the sur- 
Dlns therein. When the "pi-liag " is full, the 
type is again set ii|Min the table, and is sent to 
its allotted place. "Could anything be more like 
brain turin d into brass '" We will defy any 
one to find the least fault with any portion 
of this novel affair, there being a provis- 
ion made for any and every emergency 
thronghout the entire machine. No wear 
whatever is made upon the type. 

There are numerous point-: of equal beauty 
and utility in its adaptation of means to ends 
' ' ■-■'■ni-i:ii working. Nothing can be more 



one thino- mor? than another astounds us, it is 
that so little and such simple machinery can 

effect - ' I acnloin results. The machine 

isalnost wholly dependent upon positive ir.- 
stcad of spring movements. 

The "main wheel" has only to make six 
revolutions per minute to set up and distribute 
01,800 characters in ten hours, which is equiv- 
alent to 30,000 ems solid matter. If the oper- 
ator chooses, he can run the wheel to eight 
revolutions, which is still a slow movement, 
thereby setting and distributing 40,000 ems 
solid, in the same number of hours. 

There is no possibility of the machine wear- 
ing out with constant use in twenty years, and 
it is scarcely liable 111 any way to get out of 
repair, as it is composed entirely of iron, 
steel, nnd brass. The only delicate [arts of 
the work are covered up, and well protected 
from any accident likely to arise from careless- 
ness on the part of the operator. V cry little 
oil is used in working it— not over a thimble- 
fnll in a month's time. It is designed to be 
worked by steam, horse, or treadle power. It 
is perfectly original throughout in its con- 
struction, "no portion of its movements being 
copied from any mhw kind of machinery. 

The inventor being a practical printer, as 
well as a line inventive and patiently medita- 
tive genius, has introduced into his system — 
for so his invention may be called — all the 
thousand little conveniences and agencies for 
expedition of which the art ot type-settmg is 
susceptible. 

He was certainly a mo9t extraordinary per- 
son, and this invention must be a most endur- 
ing monument of his equal patience, stead- 
fastness, devotion, and large grasp of mechan- 
ical genius. But, except the lame, he will 
reap none of the fruits of his discovery. Tim- 
othy Aldeu was a native of Massachusetts. 
For manv years ot his life he devoted himself 
to the perfection of his invention, and in a 
firm concentration of will nnd brain and 
money he exhausted all the resources of life, 
and wore out life itself prematurely in the la- 
bor. The incessant strain for so long a period 
upon his active intellect jiroved too exhaustive 
for a physique naturally feeble, and he sank 
under his" task of genius. 

But he succeeded. He triumphed even be- 
fore death; he lived just long enough to cry 
"Eureka;" to put the finishing stroke to his 
laliors; to see his machine in Successful and 
wondrous operation. Twenty years of his 
life, and life itselt. ami trrjerve Ibrtl rhoasagd 
dollars in money, were expended in bringing 
into successful use a single one of his machines, 
and then his eyes closed upon the work for- 
ever. 

One man feeds the "distributor," composes, 
justifies, and reads his own matter (thus dr.iim 
away, in a great measure, with proofreaders), 
and is less liable to mistakes than by the usual 
way of composition. For instance, there arc 
many more "typographical error)" made in 
distribution than in setting type; anil it is 
impossible for the "fingers" of this machine to 
place a type into its wrong "alley. Ileum 
its correctness. 

During the last twenty years of the inven- 
tor's life he depended mainly u|K»n his cousin, 
Henry W. Allien, for funds" to enable him to 
continue on experimenting. He conceived the 
plan of setting and distributing type by ma- 
chinery at the age of nineteen years, while an 
apprentice boy, standing si his case picking up 
type. He was then heard to say that if his 
life should be spared to him he would invent 
a machine that would relic w compositors of 
that offensive profession they were led to fol- 
low. He frequently remarked, too, that he 
should never live to reap the fruits of his dis- 
covery. He died nt the age of thirty-nine, 
just as he had gotten out his patents in this 
country and Europe. I pon hi" death bed he 
directed his cousin how lie should proceed in 
the future, bequeathing his invention to him 
and other relatives and friends, who had aided 
him while engaged so mnuy year3 upon his 
arduous task. 

Henry W. Alden, after the inventor's death, 
proceeded to make valuable improvements 
upon the machine, as he had been directed to 
do by his cousin while on his death bed, in 
order to insure perfect success. After having 
completed three machines, he caused one of 
them to be put into practical use. There the 
work stopped for the want of additional 
means to go forward with manufacturing. 
Affairs remained in the way for a longtime, 
until Charles C. Veaton became interested 
with Mr. Alden, and through that indomitable 
perseverance and energy so characteristic of 
the man, he has been enabled to organize a 
stock company of $100,000, and composed 
chiefly of capitalist! of this city.

Hard Times in Texas— J. P. Whittaker, 
formerly assistant foreman of the St. Louis 
Republican, has just escaped to St. Louis from 
Sherman, Texas.

The terrorism in the State is frightful. The 
adherents of the I'nion were stigmatized as 
"Lincoln hirelings," "Black Republicans," 
"abolitionists," etc., and they were jibed and 
insulted ia every conceivable manner. Nev- 
ertheless, not a few delicti the persecutions, 
nnd still upheld the Government and the old 
flag.

The condition of society in Texas is repre- 
sented to be of the most primitive, chaotic, 
and immcthodical character. Mr. Whittaker 
describes it as altogether monarchical in its 
tendency, though it is doubtful whether it 
does not really verge toward an absolute rev- 
olution against any system of government at 
all. We should shudder to recount a tithe of 
the horrible outrages perpetrated by the seces- 
sionists upon Union families, solely on ac- 
count of their political opinions. Murder, 
assassination, nnd 'lynching ara crimes too 
common to excite amazement. Making women 
and children outcasts on account of the sus- 
pected sentiments of their natural protectors, 
and even the killing of wives for refusing to 
tell of the whereabouts of their husbands 
"gone North," are matters that produce no 
surprise.

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Tub Interval Ketem'E Tax. — The follow- 
ing decisions have been made by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue: 

Decision in Regard to Silvencare. — The 
phrase "kept for use," employed in reference 
to silver plate, is construed to except silver 
plate or ware kept for sale, and also that which 
is in the possession of a family or its members, 
as souvenirs or keepsakes. The plate proper- 
ty MTatile is that which has been purchased 
for the use of the family, or has been j.rcscnt- 
c>l 10 ibe PttnHj a- pniLvirrtie Household fur- 
niture, and as such is kept for use. whether for 
ornament or actual service. In the execution 
of the law. assessors are directed to allow 
owners of silverware to have the same weighed, 
and to make report thereof. 

Decision in Regard to the Use of Stamps 
Upon Certificates. — Stamps will be required 
upon every certificate which has, or may have 
a legal value, in any court of law or equity. 

Decision in Reference to Manufacturers.— 
When a manufacturer has goods on hand at 
the place of manufacture, but has not-taken 
out a Hcen3e, nor kept his mill in operation 
since September 1st, such gooda.are subject to 
duty whenever sold or removed from the place 
of manufacture. 

In regard to ! tamps upon instruments re- 
quiring stamps, in stamping promissory notes 
or other instruments requiring stamps under 
the provisions of the excise law, stamps .,1 a 
sraallernmou 11 1 in numbers, sufficient to amount 
to the sum of the stamp required, can be used, 
provided they are of the kind denominated 
for the particular instrument drawn. 

The following decision concerns the liabil- 
ity of iron castings to taxation: 

First. All castings which ar.e so well and 
generally known to have a commercial value 
must he taxed as manufactures, when sold or 
removed from the manufactory. 

Second. Other castings, made upon special 
order of a machinist, but which are not known 
to the trade as manufacturers in themselves, 
and are desigued for articles subject to taxa- 
tion in an advanced state, are exempt, not be- 
ing manutactuers in the contemplation ofthe 
law. It may b.'. difficult to draw the line, 1 ut 
the judgment of the Assessors or Assistant 
Assessors will be required. As an example, 
car-wheels belong to the first class. 

The following regulations have been issued' 
in regard to the tax upon manufacturers pro- 
duccd since August .'list, and delivered under 
contract of sale made prior to the 1st of July 
lost: , 

Kim. The manufacturer will pay the duly 
upon such goods, without regard to the fact 
ot such contract. 

Becond. The manufacturers will be author- 
ized to collect of the purchaser the amount of 
the taxes so paid, whenever satisfactory proof 
shall be furnished to the Commissioner" of In- 
ternal Revenue that the contract was made 
prior to the first day of July last., and in 
good faith between the parties and toward 

the Government, and that the taxes properly 
■Meand upon such goods or manufactures have 
been actually paid by the seller. 

Internal Revenue — Regulations /or the Col- 
lection 0/ the tax on Cotton. — Whenever an v 
cotton, the prouduct of (lie United Siates. shall 
arrive at any part ofthe United SLates, from 
any State now in insurrection against the 
Government, the Assessor or Asssistant As- 
sessor of Taxes, under the act entitled "An act 
to provide .internal revenue to support the 
Government, and to pay interest on the public 
debt," approved July 1, 1862, shall immedi- 
ately nsse-s the taxes due thereon, and shall 
without delay, return the same to the Col- 
lector or Deputy Collector of said district. 

And said Collector or Deputy Collector shall 
demand of the owner, or other person having 
charge of such cotton, the tax imposed there- 
on by said act. A ltd in case satisfactory evi- 
dence of previous payment shall not be pro- 
vided, or the tax so imposed shall not be paid 
to such Collector within davs after de- 
mand, the Collector shall institute proceeding 
for the recovery of the tax, which shall be a 
lien upon said cotton from the time when said 
assessment shall be made. 

Even- Collector to whom any tax upon cot- 
ton shall be paid, shall mark the bale3or other 
packages u|ion which the tax shall have been 
paid, in such manner as may clenrlv indicate 
the payment thereof; and shall also give to 
the i.wner, or other person having charge of 
such cotton, a permit lor the removal of the 
same, which shall contain a description of the 
bales or packages, and a statement of the fact 
that the lax has been paid. 
. Any party aggrieved by the demand or ac- 
tion of an Assessor or Collector, acting under 
these regulations, shall be entitled to the ben- 
efit of appeal to the Commission of Internal 
Revenue. 

This regulation will not interfere with the 
assessment and collection of the tax which 
may have been in the possession of persons in 
loyal States on the first day of October

Gen. Curtis telegraphs Gen. Ilalleck to the 
effect that Schofield has driven llindman 
beyond Boston Mountains, and Gen. lilunt has 
completely routed the rebels under Cooper and 
Standwait, capturing all their artillery and 
Camp ecjuippage. 

, The army will noyv enter the Indian terri- 
tory and restore refugee Indians their homes. 

About three inches of snow fell here last 
night. 

Leranon, Mo.' Oct. 25. 

A party of rebels, supposed to be 180 strong, 
crossed the Springfield rood 20 miles west of 
this place yesterday afternoon. Information 
was received from Dallas county at the same 
time, that a rebel force was moving south and 
were about 20 miles west. 

Major Caldwell started on the Springfield 
rond in pursuit at dark, with 150 men. At 
midnight information was received that the 
rebel party were lour miles to the west of the 
road nt sunset, and numbered about 500. 

One halt only were armed. Maj. Caldwell 
Was reinforced by 100 men this morning. 
Nothing has been heard of the rebels or those 

in pti i-mi tgirjcc. 

The rebels fell in with the mail coach at the 
road crosfing, capturing live ra;scnger>, all the 
United States officers, mails, and driver. 

Washington, Oct. 25. 

The following order has been issued by the 
War Department: 

1st. Enlistments into the regulars under 
General Orders, No. 101, may be made either 
in the field or in the several States, but not 
more than ten volunteers will be enlisted from 
any one company. 

2d, The $25 advance of the *100 bounty au- 
thorized by section five of the act of Congress 
approved July 23d, 1801, and section five of 
the act approved July 20th, 18C1, and the two 
dollars premium, approved June 21st, 1862. 
•will ouly be paid to volunteers enlisting 
into the regular army under this order 
who have not already read it. Where 
the recruiting officers are not furnished with 
funds these amounts or either ot them will be 
credited the soldier on the first muster roll af- 
ter his enlistment and paid by the paymaster 
who pa^s him. 

Wabhinuton, Oct. 25. 
The following was received at the head- 
quarters of the army to-day : 

St. Lot: is, Oct. 25. 
To Major- QttUTal Ilalleck, Commander-in- 
Chief: 

Our arras are entirely successful again in 
northwestern Alabama. Gen. Schofield find- 
ing that the enemy had encamped at i'ea 
Ridge, sent Gen. lilunt with the 1-t division 
westward, and moved towards lluntsville with 
the rest of his force. 

Gen. Blunt, by making n hard night's march, 
reached and attacked the rebel force at Mavs- 
ville, near the northwest corner of Arkansas, 
at 7 o'clock on the morniugof the 23d inst. 

The enemy t^is estimated at from 5,000 to" 
7,000 strong. ™ie engagement lasted about 
one hour, resulting in the total rout of the 
enemy, and the loss of all his artillery. A bat- 
tery of G-pounders, a large number of horses, 
and a portion of their transportation nnd gar- 
rison equipments were captured. 

( lur cavalry and light howitzers were still in 
pursuit of th< ir scattered forces when the mes- 
senger left. Our li si is small. 

(Jen. Schofield i.u sued llindman beyond 
Huntsvi le, coming close upon him, when his 
forces precipitately fled beyond the Boston 
mountains. 

All the organized forces of the rebels have 
thus been driven back to the valley of the 
Arkansas river, and the army of the fron- 
tier has gallantly nnd successfully accomplish- 
ed its mission.

How Snails Makk Lovk. — Blackwood's 
Itagaxise, in giving an account of the differ- 
ent kinds of snails found iu England, men- 
tions one that has a curious spring door inside 
the opening of her shell, which she ran shut 
in a moment when alarmed by the approach 
of a centipede or vagrant ant— both shell and 
door formiug a piece of spiral mechanism 
which Archimedes might have studied with 
delight had there been any conchologists iu 
his days. This snail ha3*a way of making 
love, which shows it to have doubtless been 
fhe origin of the arrows of Cupid. The male 
is a pattern lover. He will spend ten hours at 
a time — a good deal of his short life of seren 
or eight years — in the most quiet but devoted 
attention to the object of his affection; caress- 
ing her occasionally with those pretty little 
horns, of which no one seems to know 
whether they arc eyes or cars or hands. They 
arc furnished, too, with crystalline darts, 
with which they shoot at each other after 
preliminary coq nettings. ' These curious love 
weapons have been observed sticking in the 
bodies of snails after such conflicts. They 
are contained in a special pouch or receptacle 
ready for use, and resemble the ancient arrows 
of Cupid. 

Tef.th Skt on Euan. — All acid foods, 
drinks, medicines and tooth-washes and pow- 
ders are very injurious to the teeth. If a tooth 
is put in cider, vinegar, lemon juice, or tartaric 
acid, in a few hours the enamel will be com- 
pletely destroyed, so that it can he removed by 
the finger nail, as if it were chalk. Most peo- 
ple have experienced what is commonly called 
teeth set on edge. The explanation of it is, 
the acid ofthe fruit that has been eaten has so 
fur soltened the enamel of the tooth that the 
least pressure is felt by the small nerves which 
pervade the thin membrane which connects 
the enamel and the bony part of the tooth. 
Such an effect cannot he produced without 
injuring the enamel. True, it will become 
hard again, when the acid has been removed 
by the fluids of the mouth, just as an egg 
softened in this way becomes hard again by 
the wat. r. When the ell'eet of
